Our Rights Abroad. 

There is no one who could successful - 
ly present to an American community 
the platform that an American citizen's 
rights stopped with the coast line, and 
that the moment he left his shores he 
was prey to any person that saw fit to 
murder or destroy him. if a man is an 
American citizen he goes with his rights 
and the right to the proper protection 
of his country under international law, 
wherever he journeys throughout the 
world, 

“Now that is what the Democratic 
platform told us in so many words in 1912. 
They did not stop with Americans. ‘They 
did not stop with American citizens, 
They said ‘ American citizens and their 
property.’

We should have said that we insisted 
upon the protection of the lives and 
property of American citizens—of just 
protection, such as we are entitled to 
from a government that performs the 
functions of government. We could have 
said we would not recognize H if 
his government could not discharge those 
functions. We had no business to recog- 
nize him unless the @xecutive was satis- 
fied he could discharge those functions. 


War on Huerta Wrong. 


“But it was another thing to take an 
attitude quite apart from the protection 
of American rights and wate war upon 
an individual and try to take control of 
Mexican affairs in the interest of what we 
think they should be. 

“That was precisely what was done. 
We did not content ourselves with not rec- 
ognizing Huerta. There is no question 
about recognizing or not recognizing 
Huerta. That was a, matter to be de- 
termined according to proper principles, 
according to the understanding of the 
executive as to the capacity of that gov- 


‘ernment, if it was a government, to fur-

Ifa military expedition, why ignore 
all the essential requisites of a properly 
managed military expeditlon? It went 
down between two lines of railroads: it 
could not use ether. With our American 
troops going mile after mile for hundreds 
of, miles into Mexico on a punitive expe- 
dition right between two lines of rallway 
which they could not touch! They could 
not go to the town. It was an absurdiy 
arranged expedition. Of course it could 
not succeed. Of course we got into trou- 
ble and more blood was shed.

trary to their wishes, if they do what we 
are entitled to have done. Put that clear- 
ly before them, insist upon that, and we 
will make some progress toward having 
it done at the earliest opportunity; and 
our policy should be to see that it is done, 
and that promptly. 

There is not a particle of militarism 
in my composition, but there is a sturdy 
determination that if I am put in a place 
of executive responsibility, representing 
all the American people, to see to it—and 
that is my, that America's rights 
are saf. ed and that America’s name 
in administration, in policy, and in ex- 
ecution is honored throughout the 
world.”

“WHEN I GET OUT—” 
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AcrIVATED SLUDGE. 

WO years ago English experts pro- 
posed a new method of sewage puri- 
fication. Before they could do much 
in the way of developing the new 
method the great war was on and 

the method could not be tried out in Eng- 
land or on the continent. American ex- 
perts, seeing its possibilities, grabbed the 
method, gave it the name—activated 


| sludge method—and proceeded to develop 


it. 

The indoor and laboratory experiments 

having been satisfactory, the experts 
were ready to recommend its trial under 
actual working conditions by the spring of 
1915. Various plants, some of fair size, 
were built in the summer of 1915. Many 
authorities still held back because of a 
fear that the activated sludge plants 
would freeze up in zero weather. Several 
of these plants have now passed through 
a winter in northern latitudes, and the 
experience has shown that they do not 
freeze up. 
The method consists in treating sewage 
with old sludge rich in bacteria—about 21. 
000,000 to the cubic centimeter (about 15 
grams). Air in fine bubbles is forced 
through the mixture while it is held in 
tanks. The time it is held in tanks varies 
from onetofour hours. The sewage, after 
being passed through coarse screens, is 
run into tanks where it mixes with the 
activated sludge. 


, — 
Mr. Hatton of Milwaukee, where large 
activated sewage works are in operation, 
says in the Canadian Public Health Jour- 
nal, that the proportion of activated 
sludge to sewage should be 20 per cent, 
and that 0.437 cubic feet of air for each 
wallon of sewage should be pumped 
through the mixture. About 95 per cent 
of the purification accomplished in four 
hours is accomplished in the first hour. 
After this the sewage flows over into an- 
othertank. The sludge is sedimented out. 
The clear, odorless liquid is run into 
streams and the sludge is dried, pressed, 
and sold for fertilizer. 
In Milwaukee a million gallons of sew- 
age produces 3,000 to 5.000 gallons of 
sludge. When this sludge is dried it ts 
worth $12a ton for fertilizer. At this rate, 
according to Hatton, a million gallons of 
Milwaukee sewage will make $6 worth of 
sludge. As it costs $3 a ton to dry sludge, 
this means that the net profit on sludge 
will be $3 for each million gallons of sew- 
age treated. This does not include the 
cost of pumping air through the sewage 
tanks, upkeep, or interest. 
The advantages claimed for the method 
are: 
1. There are no odors. 
2. The effluent is never offensive. 
8. The sludge is nonoffensive and it ts 
easily dried. 
4. The sludge can be sold at a profit. 
5. The method ts the least expensive 
method of sewage disposal. 
In those towns and cities where sewage

thorities will do well to investigate the 
activated sludge method.

HAS CONVULSIONS. 

Mrs, R. H. B. writes: My little girl, 
5 years old, has had three attacks of con- 
vulsions. She vomits a great deal and 
says her stomach hurts. With the last 
spell she had fever and vomiting for a 
day before the convulsion came. She was 
a delicate baby and her teeth are poor, 
but we regarded her health as good after 
her babyhood until about three months 
ago. She is large enough for her age, but 
her speech is defective. Her spells come 
abouta month apart. Could it be epilepsy 
or worms?” 

REPLY. 

It is not possible (certainly not probable) that 
her trouble is due to worms. Epilepsy as a 
cause is possible. The spell in which she had 
fever and vomiting would Indicate that her 
trouble is not due to epilepsy, but is due to 
some of those derangements so common in 
children. But evidently she has a tendency to 
convulsions, else so slight a disturbance would 
not have thrown her into spasma. 

Some physicians, by certain electrical tests, 
can tell whether a child is known as & spas- 
modic diathesis. Such children should be espe- 
clally dieted and otherwise cared for to prevent 
them from growing up with a tendency to 
convulsions, croup, asthma, or hay fever. I 
think your physician should direct you to a 
specialist for such examination and advice.

Tus Trrievne is for universal military service 
because it is for justice and equity, fairness and 
' efficiency, in the performance of the duties of citi- 
senship. We presume Mr. Wilson and the Democ- 
racy are for “ voluntary tax paying.” 

Universal military service is written in the theory 
of our government. The militia of the United 
States consists of all the able bodied citizens of 
military age in the United States. Our fundamental 
document commits us to it and yet the nation is 
supposed to turn pale and get weak in the knees 
if it be suggested that we organise this militia. 

Tap Tarom ts for universal military service, 
_ which, as “Democracy” with great pathos says, 
“means that the youth of the country is to be 
brought up to respect an aristocratic institution 
and to learn that there must be class distinctions.” 

Some one ought to give this warning to France, 
Switzerland, Australia, and New Zealand and at 
the same time compliment China on her wisdom. 


CRITICISM AND DEFENSE. 

The soldierly spirit which makes light of hard- 
ships has shown itself throughout the mobilization 
of the guard, along with the inevitable and also 
soldierly grumbling when things have gone wrong. 
But the will to make the best of things must have 
its proper limits and not degenerate into the official 
optimism which conceals defects and hence prevents 
remedy. It is human that officials should resent 
criticism, and especially in a political military sys 
tem like ours there is always the attempt to present 
a rose colored view of any executive proceeding. 

We may allow for all this, yet it should not be 
permitted to obscure important truths from a public 
prone to indifference toward military efficiency. 
As we manage matters in the United States there 
is but one method of getting things done through 
the agency of government, and that is by pressure of 
public opinion. We know well from a century and 
more of experience that the inefficiency of our 
defense will continue and the public return to its 
fool’s paradise unless the essential facts of the 
present mobilization are made known ani public 
opinion thus aroused to insist upon and support 
reforms, 

We need two things above all else in the defense 
movement; an aroused opinion and the guidance of 
expert judgment for the correction of defects dem- 
onstrated. 

Two months have gone by since the president 
ordered out the guard. Oonsidering our want of 
preparedness the task has been pretty creditably 
performed. Oonsidering the event from the stand- 
point of modern military efficiency and the require- 
ments of a nation of our rank and responsibilities, 
ft has demonstrated all that has been asserted of 
our weakness by the advocates of adequate defense. 

No mation of our rank is likely to give us two 
months to resist invasion or needs that time, if our 
maval and military experts’ judgment is to be pre- 
ferred to that of ladies and gentlemen whose passion 


is peace and whose knowledge is nil. Have these 
two months prepared the guard for active field 
work? 


In the last arbitration of wages and working conditions of 

western engineers, firemen, and hostlers the board was dom!- 

nated by a man who, as director or trustee, was directly con- 

cerned in the result of the award. Aside from many millions 

of dollars of other rallroad holdings, much of which would be 

affected by the award, he was director of a trust company 

that owned one block of approximately 612.500, 000 of first 
mortgage bonds of one of the railroads, parties to the arbi- 

tration. When his railway financial connections were discov- | 
ered and official protest made against bis continuance on the 

board, the employés were officially advised that while it had 
not been known that he was thus connected, a knowledge 

of that fact would have been favorable rather than otherwise 

to his appointment,’’ and that nothing bas been brought to 
our knowledge since his appointment as an arbitrator which in 
our opinion disqualifies him as an arditra tor. 


The charge is that unfit men have been named as 
arbitrators. Is that the fault of arbitration or neg- 
lect of the men’s interests by their leaders? . They 
are always given ample time to {nvestigate the rec- 
ord of the men appointed to the board before. the 
business begins. A simple word from the chiefs dur- 
ing this time would bring the country to their side. 

But in Arbiter Nagel’s case no complaint was 
lodged ; there was not a breath of criticism until the 
board was about ready to file its award. It is arrant 
nonsense for these leaders to neglect such a duty— 
waiving the suspicion that in this case the protest 
was not deliberately withheld for politica] effect— 
and then say arbitration is like gambling with the 
dice loaded against the player and that they would 
prefer to pull straws on the Aecisio.. 

It is hard on the intelligence to be expected to 
believe that arbitration is a Dr. Jekyll for the ral - 
road employés following Mr. Carter and a Mr. Hyde 
for the railroad employés following Mr. Manion. 

And what has Mr. Carter against the interstate 
commerce commissioners?

Stevens of New York, stands se 
high in the good graces of Queen 
Alexandra that she Is certain to ro- 
ceive a very warm welcome at Copen- 
hagen, where her husband, Sir Ralph 
Paget, has just been appointed to succeed 
Sir Henry Lowther as minister plenipo- 
tentiary of Great Britain. 

Neither Sir Ralph nor Lady Paget is 
particularly well off, and consequently 
the $15,000 a year salary and other allow- 
ances and pectiniary advantages of one 
kind and another attached to his new 
post will prove a welcome change from 
the salary of $6,000 a year which he has 
had since the beginning of the war as one 
of the assistant undersecretaries of state 
at the foreign office, 

Prior to the war Sir Ralph Paget was 
minister at Belgrade, where Lady Paget 
rendered herself universally beloved, 
especially by her devotion to the work 
of relieving distress and suffering during 
the first and second Balkan wars. She 
labored in the hospitals day and night, 
nursing the sick and wounded with the 
utmost courage and self-eacrifice, and ac- 
quiring In this weg a great sympathy for 
the people. 

It is not astonishing, therefore, that 
when word came to England in December, 
1914, of the terrible conditions existing 
In Serbia, resulting from the present war 
and especially from the lack of doctors, 
nurses, and medical supplies to deal with 
the wounded and with the epidemics of 
typhus, cholera, and all those other dread 
diseases that follow in the train of war, 
she immediately hastened to Belgrade 
and devoted herself anew to the task of 
relieving the sick and wounded, 


oe 


She remained engaged tn this mission of 
mercy for twelve months, seeing many of 
her English and American fellow work- 
ers falling by the wayside, and when the 
second and final invasion of Serbia took 
place by the combined armies of Ger- 
many, Bulgaria, and Austria, she de- 
clined to join in the general retreat to 
the Adriatic coast or to desert the dying 
and wounded under her care, and re- 
mained behind to nurse them and to pro- 
tect them as far as possible from ill treat- 
ment. For a time the latter permitted 
her to continue in charge of her patients 
and then return to England was suggest- 
ed to her in such terms that she was 
obliged to comply with the hint. 

All the arrangements for her journey 
were made by Queen Eleanor of Bulgaria, 
who had become one of her warm admir- 
ers, and she was treated with the utmost 
distinction by the Austrians on her jour- 
ney through the dual empire to the Swiss 
frontier, being regarded by friend and 
foe of England alike as one of the hero- 
ines of the present war. 

In Serbia the natives of every class, 
from the old monarch downward, revere 
almost Uke a saint this tall, graceful 
Anglo-American woman, with her beau- 
tiful dark gray eyes, long dark eyelashes, 
and brilllant complexion, and King Peter 
has bestowed upon her the grand cross 
of the order of Karageorges, she being 
the only woman to possess this dignity.

King George has filled the vacancy 
made by the death of Lord Kitchener in 
the Order of St. Patrick by bestowing the 
star, collar, and ribbon thereof upon Gen. 
Lord Cavan, tenth earl of his line, who 
has been serving at the front since the 
beginning of the war, winning advance- 
ment frome colonelcy to his present rank. 
He will be remembered by many both in 
the United States and Canada as having 
spent several years as A. D. G. to the late 
Earl of Derby when the latter as Lord 
Stanley of Preston was governor gen- 
eral at Ottawa. 

Lord Cavan is the head of the house 
of Lambart, which settled in Ireland in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth, when one 
of them, Sir Oliver Lambart, who went 
over in the train of the Earl of Essex, was 
appointed governor of Connaught and 
created Lord Cavan in 1616, 

His son also greatly distinguished him- 
self as a soldier and was advanced to the 
Viscounty of Kilcourcle and to the eari- 
dom of Cavam Nearly all the lords of 
Cavan have been soldiers, the seventh 
earl in particular having commandod the 
British forces in Egypt during the ware 
of the first Napoleon at the beginning of 
the nineteenth century. 

As Lord Cavan has no children by his 
marriage, nearly a quarter of a century 
ago, the next heir to his honors and to his 
extensive estates in Hertfordshire is his 
brother, Captain, the Hon. Lionel Lam- 
bart of the royal navy, who is married to 
Adelaide Randolph, stepdaughter of the 
late William C. Whitney of New York 
and a large beneficiary under his will. 
She was a child of the American borr 
Mrs. Arthur Randolph, who as the second 
Mrs, Whitney succumbed to an injury to 
the spine sustained in the hunting field 
in the neighborhood of Alken, 8. C. 

Capt. Lambart, who went again on the 
active List of the navy on the outbreak 
of the war, is one of the crack polo play- 
ers in England. a rather unusual accom- 
plishment for a sailor, and has a coun- 
try place in Dorsetshire known as Marsh 
court. He came over to America three 
years ago and made a somewhat pro- 
longed stay with Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
Hitchcock of New York at their country 
‘place on Long Island. His uncle, the 
Hon. Octavius Lambart, son of the eighth 
earl, married an American girl, the 
daughter of the late Hiram Howard of 
Buffalo, N. T., and makes his home at Ot- 
tawa. a

PETROGRAD, Aug. 7.—The official 
communication from general headquar- 
ters, issued this evening reads:

PARIS, Aug. 7.—Corporal Gouteaubier 
has been decorated with a military cross 
by President Poincare for capturing 100 
Germans, including two officers, aided 
only by a single companion. 

It was on July 20 before Hem wood.

From a 
hollow toward the right a heavy fusillade 
was being poured on the flank. 

Gouteaubier called out to one 
man: Guilot. come with me.“ The 
two men glided from tree to tree until 
they were close to the shelter where a 
German company was holding out.

SUPPRESSES NAME OF WAR 


OFFICIAL WHO IS ACCUSED.. 


Lloyd-George Intimates Premature 
Publication Would Be Unjust to 
“Young Irish Soldier.” 


LONDON, Aug. 17.—David Lord 
George, secretary for war, in the house 
of commons today moved the second 
reading of the bill giving civilians the 
right to appear before military tribunais 
as witnesses, and also providing that in 
eases wherein civilians were implicated 
the court might be composed of civilians 
as well as officers. This is the bill which 
has given rise to rumors of the coming 
trial of a high official of the war office. 
Mr. Lioyd-George mentioned no names. 
but said that all the officers concerned 
courted the fullest inquiry and desired 
that whatever court was set up should 
proceed without loss of time. 

Replying to criticisms to and objections 
to the bill and Timothy Healy’s demand 
for the name of the supposed culprit, 
Mr. Lloyd George said he was doing his 
utmost to prevent the premature publica- 
tion of allegations which an inquiry might 
prove to be unsupported. The affair had 
been investigated by the late Field Mar- 
shal Earl Kitchener, Premier Asquith, 
and himself, he added, and he was seeking 
to “‘ protect the honor of a young Irish 
Catholic soldier against accusations in- 


volving dishonor.”

ROME, Aug. 7.—Italian troops have cap- 
tured strong Austrian positions command- 
ing communication between the Trave- 
nanzes valley and the Sare torrent in the 
Gader valley, in the Tofana region, says 
an official communication issued today. 
Sevéral Austrian attacks on the slopes of 
Monte Zebio, on the Sette Communi pla- 
teau, were checked by Italian artillery. 


The official statement follows: 

Between the Adige and the upper 
Isonzo artillery activity continues. On 
the Sette Communi plateau the enemy 
exploded several mines, destroying one 
of our trenches on the slopes of Monte 
Zebio, and then delivered attacks 
which were checked completely by our 
artillery. 

In the Tofano region our troops cap- 
tured strong enemy positions com- 
manding communication between the 
Travenanzes valley and the Sare tor- 
rent in the Gader valley. 


Win Enemy Trenches, 

On the lower Isonzo our troops began 
yesterday an attack on some strong 
enemy positions, while in the Monfal- 
cone sector our offensive, which began 
on the 4th, made progress toward hills 
85 and 121. Several lines of the enemy’s 
trenches were taken. Bersaglieri cy- 
clists took and held against several 
violent counter attacks nearly the 
whole of hill 85.
